The 1901 scene was Church- 
ill’s room at a local hotel. He 
had just made a speech to 
students of the University of 
Michigan, who booea and 
hissed him when he men- 
tioned British successes in the 
Boer War in South Africa. 

Churchill’s interviewer — it 
was over a bottle with two 
glasses and it lasted far into 
the night— was Gustavus Oh- 
linger, a reporter for the 
student magazine. 

Churchill agreed to talk 
freely to Ohlinger, but made 
him promise not to publish 
anything that would reflect on 
his Parliamentary career. Oh-* — - 
linger, who became a distin- ' 
guished lawyer in Toledo, 
Ohio, kept his promise.

the great British statesman 
and World War II leader, and 
today Ohlinger published that 


long-suppressed interview in 
the Michigan Quarterly Re 
view. He said he wrote it im 
mediately after the interview 
in 1901. 

The young Churchill comes 
through clearly, as an ardent 
supporter of the British Em 
pire. Some of his ideas at the 
time seem a bit odd now. 

After saying China would 
have to be regulated, Church- 
ill said “I believe that as civ- 
ilized nations become more 
powerful they will get more 
ruthless, and the time will 
come when the world will im- 
patiently bear the existence of 
great barbaric nations who 
may at any time arm them- 
selves and menace civilized 
nations. 

“I believe in the ultimate 
partition of China — I mean ul- 
timate. I hope we shall not 
have to do it in our day. The 
■ Aryan stock is bound to 
triumph.

op in that- way (than) down 
south into India. Russia has a 
justifiable ambition to possess 
a warm-water port.

Other Churchillisms report- 
ed by Ohlinger: 

“You ask my advice to 
the young correspondent? It 
is, verify your quotations and 
avoid split infinitives . . . 

• “It is well that a number 
of men should be exposed to 
the ups and downs of life, 


that they should be compelled 
to cudgel their brains and 
fight for their existence as in- 
dependent producers. That is 
the factory where the national 
fiber is made.”
